REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art made of record teach or suggest a three-wheeled vehicle 
having at its front end a forward frame member, where at the front part of the vehicle 
there is provided a transfer frame having a longitudinal frame member parallel to the 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle frame, on which longitudinal frame member there is 
provided a spring anchor, in which spring anchor on each side of the longitudinal 
direction of the vehicle there is connected a spring means which also is connected to at 
least one of the transversal bars on the same side, which longitudinal frame member of 
the transfer frame is pivotally attached to the forward frame member at a distance from 
the longitudinal rotation centre line of the vehicle (regarding claims 1 and 9).
